PLUG-UGLY MURDER. | 
Should the shooting affair which took place 
Saturday evening on Clark street result fatally 


spectable, well-disposed, and law-abiding per- 
son will feel any poignant sorrow. Neither one 
of the combatants occupied either a useful or 
an ornamental position in society. Neither one 
had a record to which he could point with 
pride. Both have heretofore been imprisoned 
in the penitentiary for different offenses and 
have given frequent employment to the po- 
lice. Of the two men Connorton, if all re- 
ports are true, was the worse, but both were 


two was to die by violence, for every 
event in their lives invited it, and when the 
provocation became sufficient they sprang at 
each other like dogs and fought out their 
quarrel apparently to a finish. The bloody 
tragedy was brutal in all its phases 
and environments as well as in its 
inception. The principals were prominent 
partisan toughs who have been conspicuous in 
running Democratic conventions.

The reason assigned 
for the exclusion of the American product is a 
lying one, and everybody knows it to be so. 

If. France and Germany barred out all for- 
eign pork this country would not feel as much 
aggrieved as it does. It would feel that at 
least it was not discriminated against in favor 
of others. If they put on high duties without 
discrimination this country would have little 
or nothing to say. But it does object to being 
discriminated against and lied about. 

The policy of the United States has never 
been to forbid the introduction of anything, 
except of articles which were morally objec- 
tionable, such as obscene books and prints. 
It has been impartial always. It has never 
levied higher duties on the products of one 
nation than the similar products of another. 
It has never let in the staples of. one country 
and kept out the similar staples of another. 
It has often imposed high duties on foreign 
goods, possibly with the object of encouraging 
their manufacture here. But no foreign na- 
tion has a right to find fault with that, as they 
all do it—with theexteption of England. This 
country has often changed its duties, some- 
times lewering and at others raising. It is 
raising the duties on some kinds of goods 
now. 

Thereupon French and German papers are 
howling for retaliation. Why so? Every one 
of them will admit that the American con- 
sumer is the one who pays the increased duty 
—that he pays the market price of the goods 
abroad, the freight charges, the duty, the 
profits of 1mporter, jobber, and retailer on the 
goods, and their profits on the duty. There- 
fore, according to their own reasoning, it is 
the American consumer who is hit, and not 
the foreign producer, The consumer will 
have to pay more not merely for his foreign 
goods but for his home-made goods. If the 
American Government chooses to make its 
own people pay more for their manufactures 
what is that to the foreigner? The only retal-

The United 
States is more dependent on Brazil with its 
rubber and coffee than on France and Ger- 
many with their luxuries, of which we buy 150 
millions a year. The European statesmen 
will not make war on this country the mo- 
ment they see it is in earnest in resenting the 
indignities of the past. 


SUPPOSING THEY ARE SNUBBED. 
Supposing the Park Commissioners snub 


the National Commission and the country by 
refusing to let them have the usé of Washing- 
ton Park the United States Commissioners 
will be placed in an unpleasant position, to 
Bay the least. They have said in speeches 
more than once that the dual site it provision- 
ally adopted is inadequate or unsatisfactory. 
It may be said that there are others which 
can be tendered—-Garfield Park and the north 
shore. But members of the commission have 
spoken with equal frankness about them and 
have said they were unsuitable. They have 
spoken of the immense crowds the Fair would 
bring to the city and would heap up in the 
First Ward and of the difficulty of taking 
those crowds to Fair sites which would ne- 
cessitate passing over or under the river or 
the South Branch. They have stated that the 
tunnels have all they can do to accommodate 
the present local travel, and that the swing- 
ing bridges are a nuisance even when only 
local traffic is interfered with, They fear an 
utter lack of travel facilities in case of the 
choice of a North or West Side site. 

Therefore if Washington Park is refused 
the commission will either have to report to 
Congress that no adequate site can be found 


‘| or it will have to stand by ite acceptance of 


one which it has been saying—and the country 
has been saying in chorus after it~is not ade- 
quate or satisfactory, or it will have to drop 
that site and. take one somewhere else. If 
either of these last two contingencies happen 
the success of the Fair will not be promoted. 

So before three Park Commussioners take 
on themselves the responsibility of refusing
